Jethro Oldham died at his home in 


'ohnstown on Saturday. 
He was a

boilers 


and machinery at the Millcreek end 
were worked to their full capacity. 
Great volumes of pure air were forced 
through the mine and about midnight 
they had succeeded in driving out a 
great amount of bad air at the other 
end, and sufBcient pure air had been 
sent through the mine to enable the 
work of rescue to proceed. From tiiat 
time till morning forty-seven bodies 
were brought out and taken to the 
Armory building.which had been secur- 
ed and turned into a temporary morgue. 
So foul was the gas that came out of the 
mine that no one was allowed to go 
near the entrance. 


Rescuing parties composed of expe 


pierced miners and foremen, accompa- 
nied by physicians, went into the mine 
from time to time, and with the aid of 
powerful drugs and stimulants, which 
they quickly administered to those 
found alive, saved the lives of a great 
many persons. These were taken to 
the surface and ambulances in waiting 
ruahed them off to the hospitals for 
treatment. Thousands crowded around 
the Armory building day and night to 
witness the bringing in of the dead. 
The bodies were washed and made 
ready for identification, and as soon as 


to help if an appeal went forth for out- 
side assistance. 


JoLat1o«n is now engaged in bury- 


ing the dead; yesterday was one long 
continuous funeral day; from early 
morning till late in the evening funer- 
als were being held. One of the sad 
ones was a funeral of three, two broth- 
ers aid brother-in-law, one body in a 
black hearse, one in a white hearse 
and the othrr in a wagon such as is 
used by undertakers. This was a sight 
never to be forgotten as they wended 
the ir way up the side of the hill to 
beautiful Grandview cemetery, where 
eight hundred victims of the flood 
await the resurrection call. 


The damage to the mine ia small, not 


including the value of sixteen mules 
and oae horse, that are reported to 
have perished. 
The mine had been 


but recently inspected and pronounced 
to be in a safe condition. The cause 
of the explosion may never be fully 
known. 
Four state mine inspectors 


yesterday made a very thorough and 
careful inspection of the mine and re- 
ported that they could find no trace of 
gas in any portion of the mine. The 
most remarkable feature of the whole 
disaster, probably, is the quick time in 
which it has cleared up. 
In other 


cases of the kind the end has not come 
for weeks, and some times months 
The work has been well done. 
The 


men in charge were the most efficient 
to be found and were aided by every- 
thing that ingenuity could devise in 
the mining line. 
No efforts were 


spared in any direction and praise is 
due the men who had the work in 
charge for their untiring labor to res- 
cue both the dead and the living. 


To-day the men will go to work 


again, as usual, in the Rolling Mill 
mine, and will work in every section 
but the Klondike part. 
There they 


will not work till that portion of the 
mine has been repaired and inspected. 
This quick resumption on the part of 
the company is necessary that the 
great works need not close do .7u on 
account of the shortage of coal, which 
would cause a very great loss to our 
men in wages. 
As I am writing my 


thoughts turn to the miners in the 
east who have been out on a strike for 
some time. May this dreadful occur- 
rence not be the means of settling 
this strike at a very early day, and 
that, too, in favor of the miner, who 
takes his life in his hands and braves 
the deep earth to get that for which 
we so much need 1 


Surely if there is a laborer on the 


face of the earth that ought to be well 
paid for his work it is the miner. 


The tragedy is about over. To-day 


the city will resume the even tenor of 
its way and people will begin to talk 
of something else thaa the dreadful 
disaster of four days ago. 


Briefiy I have given you a meager 


account of the disaster, and perhaps I 
have told you nothing that you have 
not already seen in the newspapers. 
Many of the dailies have had represent- 
atives here writing for their papers, 
as well as taking pictures of the sad 
scenes connected with this calamity.

A gloom hangs over our city and a deep 
sympathy is felt for all those who have 
thus been called to part with loved 
ones, and on behalf of the many chil- 
dren who are left fatherless.

An Ancient Turtle. 


The following despatch from Al- 


toona, July 14, appeared in the Pitts- 
burg Post- "While walking over the 
old James Shirley farm in Freedom 
township on Sunday Howard M. Sell 
came across a large land turtle. It is 
one of the largest ever seen in this 
section and measures about two feet 
in diameter. Mr. Sell examined the 
monster and found carved on the shell 
the following, 'J. S , June 4, 1S04 ' 
The Shirley farm was occupied about 
tre middle cf the last century by 
James Shirley, the first murderer 
haEged in Blair county. In 1835 he 
murdered his wife, of whom he was 
jea'ous, at a time when he was an old 
and gray-haired man. Shirley's father 
had lived on the farm in 1804, when 
the afterward murderer was a boy on 
the place, and in that year on June 4 
the latter no doubt carved the inscrip- 
tion on the shell of the turtle which 
'Squire Sell found yesterday. Shirley 
is buried beneath a pear tree on the 
farm, not over 50 yards from where 
the turtle was found.''

Gained Ilia Knowledge of military Tactics 


lit Went Point. 


Among the most prominent generals 


who fought and distinguished them- 
selves during the ten years' war, back 
in the sixties, for the cause of Cuban 
liberty, and were obliged to abandon 
tho heroic work for a time and leave 
the country in exile,and were betrayed 
by noted leaders who could not resist 
ihe teuder of gold—after the stc/lfi ce of 
thousands of patriotic lives.abandonin g 
the noble cause they espoused—were 
those patriots, Generals Palma, Garcia, 
Gomez and the lamented Maceo, and a 
host of other prominent patriots left 
the country, though not permanently, 
for tho hope of freeing their native 
land from the hands of Spanish tyranny 
lingered in their hearts, and after 
years of sojourning in foreign lands, 
they returned, determined to liberate 
their country. 


While those patriots fought for a 


time with distinguished valor after 
they were betrayed by their chiefs, 
they finally capitulated on satisfactory 
terms and the Spanish government 
placed at their disposal a first class 
war vessel to convey them to Jamaica, 
Santo Domingo, the Dnitiid States and 
other foreign ports.

THE 6ALLANT MACEO. 


Gen. 
Antonio Maceo came from hum- 


ble 'parents, who tilled the soil and 
raised a large, picturesque family. 
The father and twelve sons took up 
arms to liberate the island from Span- 
ish misrule and oppression. The fath- 
er and sons gave up their lives at the 
shrine of liberty, in the bitter, une- 
qual and sanguinary contest. The fath- 
er and ten sons were killed in the ten 
years' war, from '68 to '78, and the 
eleventh son received fatal wounds, 
from which he subsequently died in 
Jamaica. 
The last surviving son, Gen. 


Antonio Maeeo, who won distinguish- 
ed honors and had a brilliant career in 
the final campaign and struggle upon 
the bloody fields in the province of 
Havana, was betrayed, decoyed, and 
assassinated in ambush by a base 
traitor member of his staff. 


The death of General Maceo', second 


in command of the Cuban forces in the 
field, almost paralyzed for a time the 
corps under his immediate command 
in front of Havana, holding in check 
Weyler's conscript troops along the 
blockaded lines protecting the city of 
Havana. 
The exiled patriot, Maceo, 


landed on the southern coast of Cuba, 
in the province of Santiago, after a 
perilous cruise m the Vessal, running 
the blockade of the Spanish fleet. 
The vessel was repeatedly fired on and 
turned from its bearings at sea, but 
finally she made a landing on the 
southern coast in safety and General 
Maceo reported to General Maximo 
Goiuez, commander-in-chief 
of 
the 


Cuban army, for duty, and he was as- 
signed to the command of the forces in 
Havana province. 


After the close of the ten years' war, 


in the sixties, by the betrayal of prom- 
inent chiefs, the exiled General Maceo 
sailed for Jamaica. 
From there he 


came to the United States and in his 
wanderings landed in New York, al- 
most penniless. 
From there the gal- 


lant patriot-soldier drifted to Balti- 
more. 
Thence to West Point, where 


he hired as a servant with the view of 
gaining a greater knowledge of mili-

anti-trust bills introduced by Demo

That we favor the immediati 


passage of a measure to amend thi 
present anti-trust law so as to more 
fully 
protect 
trade and commerce 


against unlawful restraints and mo 
nopolies, and also a measure to reduce 
the duties on all articles and commodi 
ties manufactured and controlled or 
produced in the United States by a 
trust or trusts, so as to destroy an; 
illegal combinations, and to reduci 
the rate of duty on any article or com 
modity manufactured in the Unitec 
States, and sold in a foreign country 
more cheaply than in the Unitec 
States. 


(4.) 
We oppose the adjournment of 


congress until the measures mentioned 
above have been enacted into law.

THE DISASTER AT 


THE STORY OF A 


In telling the story of his terrible 


experience, Thomas Wallace, one o 
the miners who escaped from the roK 
ing mill mine at Johnstown, said: 
was working in what is known as firs 
right, which is directly across th 
entrance from the place where the ex 
plosion occurred. At 11:25 yesterday 
morning I was lyinjr on my stomach 
undermining the body of coal. 


"At that time I felt a rush of ai 


that told me something in the min 
was wrong. It was a rush of foul ai 
that warned me an explosion had oc 
enrred. Throwing down the pick tha 
I was using, I ran hurriedly from m 
room to No. 4 Klondike heading, on 
room or about 500 feet from the ex 
plosion. 
There the foul air wa 


stifling, but, placing my hand over m; 
mouth and nose, I stumbled with fear 
hastened s'.eps to the main. Klcndik 
entrance. 


"I cannot explain why my thought 


reverted to my family," he went on 
"but it seemed as though my wife an 
relatives formed themselves into 
group and beckoned to me to hurr 
on. Although ready to drop I reache 
with painful efforts the main headin 
and at the mule stable took a drink o 
water. 


"There I thought of the Klondik 


entrance. 
My two brothers, Lew. 


and George, were there. Back to th 
Klondike switch I ran and met ther 
my two brothers, whom I sought, an 
three others. 


"The six of us then stumbled, ra 


and walked along the main entry t 
the Mill Creek shaft, 
where wit 


prayerful hearts we sanV exhausted t 
the earth and breathed In the welcom 
and reviving oxygen. 


"Certainly from 150 to 200 men wer 


embraced by the death-dealing fume 
of the exploding pocket gas. Air 
given this portion of the mine b 
being foiced from the Mill Creek exi 
to the Klondike switch and thence u 
to Nos. 5 aiid 6 entries. 


"The brattices and air shafts tmis 


be blown down, and if that is true 
gases must have enveloped the im 
prisoned men. They can only escap 
by traveling the Klondike heading 
which surely is filled with the poison 
ous gas thdt results from the expli 
sion. 


"I have worked in the ^mine for sev 


eral years. Previous to the disaster o 
to-day no troubles have occurred 
the mine. 
Fire damp has neve 


bothered us in any part of the work 
ings. 


"However, pockets of gas have bee 


encountered at frequent intervals, a 
which time every known precautio 
has been taken to prevent any poEsibl 
accident.1' 


THE LIVING AKD THE DEAD. 


A weird story of the living minglin 


with the dead in the mine was told b 
Dr. H. F. Tomb, one of the physician 
who spent a day in the mine. 
H 


helped to rescue 18 living men, one o 
whom died on the way to the Cambri 
hospital. 


Dr. Tomb and Dr. L. W. Jones, to 


gether with Mine Inspector Evans 
Chief Mining Engineer Moore, Aasis 
ant Prosser and a number of miners 
went into the mine at 9 o'clock in th 
morning. They went to recover th 
bodies of the dead and succor the liv 
ing, although they hardly expected 
find any of the miners alive. The phy 
sicians were provided with tubes o 
oxygen, 
strychnine 
and 
aromati 


spirits of ammonia. 


The party found the air .good in th 


Klondike main heading and pushe 
rapidly on into the mine. However 
no turns could be made to the left be 
cause of the foul air. The party wen 
on down the heading as far as th 
sixth right heading, into which 
turned and went up as far as room 
All the way down the men had been 
finding dead bodies and had draggec 
them out so they would be ready when 
the time came to load them on th 
cars. The bodies were in all shape 
and conditions and the sight was a 
horrible one. 


After remaining in the room fo: 


some time the party started for the en 
trance to get some coffee and sand 
wiches and it was on this trip the res 
cue of the living miners, some of them 
unconscious, was made. At the No. 4 
heading left voices were heard and thi 
doctors and miners heard men calling 
They investigated and found three for 
eigners in good condition; they were 
able to talk and told the rescuers the 
living and dead were lying together 
farther back in the heading. 


With this incentive the party used 


every effort to get forward rapidly and 
upon arriving at room 1G in the same 
leading found 15 living men uneon 
scious, and 34 dead bodies. They were 
strewn about promiscuously, some of 
the dead bodies lying across those of the 
.iving men. The men who were alive 
were barely breathing. 


The physicians made all haste to 


reep alive the lingering spark of life 
n each of the 15 men. The oxygen 
and other stimulants were applied im- 
mediately and the men were sent out 
to the opening of the heading with all 
speed, where they were taken in hand 


Dr. J. B. Woodruff, of Johnstown, 


and Dr. Overdorff, of Bolivar. These 
doctors conducted the men to fresh 


DE. TAYLOR'S EXPEDIENCE. 


Dr. J. Swan Taylor, of Johnstown, 


the first doctor to enter the mine after 
:he explosion, who went in at 330 
o'clock and remained there almost con- 
inuously until midnight, tells an in- 
teresting story of his experiences. 


'The first time we went into the 


mine," said Dr. Taylor, "we were 
.riven back by the gas when we reach- 
id the No. 5 section. 
Then we tried 


t again, going around by another 
oute, but were driven back again and 
t was not until the third attempt that 
he air had cleared sufficiently to allow

Mr. Moore 


rustled us through the mine. He was 
ery anxious to get to the place where 
le was sure the miners had been killed 
nd was tireless in his efforts to do so 
;ntil he was rewarded with success." 
"In getting to the Klondike section 
?e had to climb over a lot of rocks and 
oal which had come down in an un- 
sed heading, but I could not notice 
hat any large amount of coal had come 
own where the explosion occurred, 
'he current of air forced into the 
line from the huge fan was very 
trong, so strong that at times we had 
o button our coats to keep ihem on. 
was nearly exhausted when I left the 


mine and I believe I would have been \ 
one for had I remained below another 


10 minutes. 
I was weak in the knee 


and my head ached and I felt dizzy 
when I eame out and soon after 
reached the surface I became quiti 
sick." 


LIVES SAVED !»r COSfPRESSED AIR. 
Members of William Gardiner's res 


cue party tell how some of the men. 
which they found saved their lives by 
making holes in the air pipe with thei 
picks and 
secured some fresh ai 


by holding their nostrils to the aper 
turea thus made. 


Early Friday afternoon, as Sardine 


and bis little band pushed on towar 
the fourth left heading, they wer 
startled by hearing a plaintive cry fo 
help from the darkness ahead.

their might. 
As Gardiner turned t 


the fourth heading he saw three me. 
in the corridor—scarcely able to stan 
erect—they were crying for assistance 
As they spied Gardiner's lamp all to 
tered toward him with arms ou 
stretched. 
As they reached him, thei 


eyes, beaming with the light of ration 
al beings, flashed the fire of th 
demon. 
One held a pick in his en 


feebled hands, and as he raised it t 
strike his rescuer, he dropped to th 
ground from exhaustion and becam 
unconscious. 


Quickly the arms of the other tw 


were grasped; they were quieted an

Harry Updegraff, of Bolivar, who wer 
the physicians with this rescuing party 
After an hour's work on them they n 
gained strength and with it the:

Luckily they escaped the force of th 


explosion, but were held prisoners 
their heading. With the strength 
de speration they set to work to driv 
a patsageway into the main corridor 
They succeeded, but the current o 
afterdamp compelled them to remai 
within their heading. For a time the 
were able to withstand the effects o 
the afterdamp, but itsoon began to te! 
on them. By chance one spied a pip 
used for the conveyance of compresse 
air to the mining machines, 


Summoning all of their strength th 


three took their picks and holdin 
them high above their heads strue 
the pipe. Not an opening was made 
Once again they raised their tools an 
brought them down with all thei 
fast-failing strength. Two fell to th 
floor. The third rested a moment an 
then in sheer desperation once mor 
stood erect. Seizing a pick he mad 
one superhuman effort, throwing a] 
of his ebbing strength into the blow 
He was rewarded by the sight of 
small hole not more than an inch i. 
diameter. In rushed the air at a pres 
sure of 800 pounds to the square inch 
The men struggled and flounders 
about in their desperate greed to ft 
their lungs with the precious air 
They gulped and gasped and rollec 
over in the very agony of joy. The 
realized that they were saved for 
time at least, and cheered each othe 
with that hope which is extinguishe 
only with death. Gaining strength a 
their lungs filled and expanded, the 
began to construct brattices and star 
ed for the main entrance. They sue 
ceeded in reaching it, but were drive 
back by the firedamp and compelled t 
seek protection alongside the apertur 
in the pipe. Here they were huddle 
like shivering sheep all night long 
one standing vigil in the main corrido 
while 
the 
others 
renewed 
thei 


strength at the opening in the pipe 
Hour after hour they kept their vigi 
until rescued by Gardiner and hi 
party and brought out of the mine. 


THE FUNERAL OF A HBBO. 


The funeral of Mike Sabot, one o 


the conspicuous self-sacrificing heroe 
of the disaster, took place from St 
Mary's German Catholic church, Johns 
town, on Sunday. The large church 
was packed with friends and those wh< 
did not know the little dead fellow 
but who had heard the noble story o 
his achievement, which brought hi: 
glory, but only at the expense of hi 
life. 
Sabot was about 17 years old 


He was a trap boy and knew the min 
like a book. He was out at the mouth 
of one of the headings when the explo 
sion came. 
He found himself nn 


scathed and immediately rushed to the 
rescue of the falling men beyond him 
He had dragged three into a working 
that the afterdamp had not reach ei 
and to his help they owe their lives to 
day. Back he plunged into the main 
heading and on to more bodies. Faint 
ness overcame him, and he toppled over 
and died. 
When found, his hands 


were still clutching the clothing o: 
one man, which showed 
conelu 


sively the boy was in the act of drag 
ging him out to safety when evercome 


Mike's coffiu was draped in pink anc 


a profusion of handsome flowers were 
strewn on top. As the cortege moved 
away from the church there was not a 
dry eye in the crowd which stood about 
the men with bared heads.
